Having often been asked if I had examined 
he Nativity of Gen. McClellan, and as there 
ppeared to be a general anxiety as to whether 
e would be likely to succeed in crushing out 
uis great Rebellion. J had made up my mind 
> publish his Nativity in the ‘* Planet Read- 
r,” if I could get the correct time of his birth. 
Vith that object in view, I called upon Dr. 
icClellan, (Gen. McClellan’s brother) of this 
itv, and after stating my errand, he told me 
iat he did not know the hour that Gen. Mc 
slellan was born, but that he would ask his 
Tother. and that I might call again; I accord- 
ily called the next day, and he told me that 
ren. George B. MeClellan, was born on the 
d. of December, 1826, at a little after 12 
‘clock in the morning. 

According to the time of birth given, Gen. 
icClellan was born under the planet Mercury, 
3 the celestial Sign Virgo was rising on the 
mistern horizon, at the time he was born. The 
lunet Mercury being lord of that Sign, in Ca- 
ricorn, and the Moon (his co-significator) in 
iguarius, will describe a person of rather low 
mature, well built. or inclined to be corpulent, 
ght brown or aubnrn hair, rather dusky com- 
waion, with a quick penetrating eye. 
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The Moon being in conjunction with Mara, 
and both in trine (a good aspect) to the planet 
Jupiter, and all three being in sextile (another 
good aspect) to the Sun, will give him a de- 
cided taste for military affairs, and they will 
cause him to be of good or sound judgment in 
all such matters ; he will be a person remark- 
able for energy and perseverance, and one am- 
bitious of honor. The Moon in good aspect 
to Jupiter would canse him to be very popular 
among the people generally. His Nativity is 
the same in that respect as Abraham Lincoln's 
the President of the United States. ‘The 
above aspects would likewise cause him to be 
fond of and wishful to excel in all manual exer- 
cises, such as riding, shooting, fencing, &e., ancl 
he would be very quick in learning how to use 
any kind of mechanical tools, or sharp instru- 
ments. I should say that he would have made 
a very good Surgeon. 

The planet Mercury near a conjunction to 
the planet Venus, and both in opposition to 
the planet Saturn, will cause him to be very 
cautions in all he does, and he will never want 
to undertake anything or make any particular 
move without being sure that he is safe, and 
thoronghly prepared for all mishaps that may 
arise. Indeed he will be equal to Gen. Wash- 
ington for cuution. But at the same time, his 
Nativity would indicate that there is much 
danger of him being too cautious, and by tha: 
means missing some good opportunities that he 
might have taken advantage of, to have de- 
feated his enemy, and of conrse being led into 
those very evils that he was guarding against.

General Winfield Scott. 


Gen. Winfield Scott’s Nativity is rather us- 
fortunate for marriage, on account of the Mosa 
first applying to an opposition of Venns, aal 
the planet Saturn being in the seventh house, 
in opposition to Mars, would indicate that there 
would not be muchsympathy between him and 
his wife, and they would be likely to live apart 
a number of years succession. 

His Nativity is likewise unfortunate for 
children, and Í should ray that he would only 
have a small family to live, perhaps not more 
than one or two, but at the same time there 
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would be much more affection between him 
aud his children, than between him and his 
wife, on account of the Moon being in good 
aspect to Jupiter, lord of the fifth house, or 
the house of children. In conclusion, I do not 
think that Gen. Scott wal be able to take com- 
mand of the U. S. Army again for some time, 
on aceount of his iH health, as the evil planet 
Saturn will be retrograding over his Sun’s 
place until the latter part of “July 1862, there- 
fore, even if he lives over this next January 

1862, (which is very doubtful now, as his health 
b egan to fail almost betore the aspect began to 
oP iaia ) His health will continue very weak 
during the whole of next year.

Comets, whether viewed ag epliemeral me- 
teors, or as substantial bodies forming a part 
of tLe solar system, are objects of noerdin- 
ary interest. 

When, with uninstructed gaze, we look up- 
wards, to the clear sky of evening, and þe- 
hold, among the multitudes of heavenly bod- 
ies, one, blazing with its train of light, and 
rushing onward towards the centre of pur 
ryatem, we insensibly shrink back as if in

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A comet usually consists of three parts ` 
the Nucleus, the Envelope, and the Taik 
The Nucleus is what may be called the bod 
or head of the comet, as seen at B in the 
ent. The Hneelope is the nubulous or hairy 
covering that Paras the nucleus. T 
Tail of a comet is an expansion or elonga 
tion of the envelope. 

When a comet is coming Neale our so- 
lar system, it usually travels i in very near w 
straight line" Nucleus approaches first, and 
its tail follows behind.

The Conjunction of Saturn and Jupiter in Virge. 


Anv particular Building Town or Nation 
founded under the conjuction of the two sa 
perior Planets — Saturn cand Jupiter in ane 
particular sign of the Zodiac; and if the cor- 
junction takes place in common signs, th: 
‘Buildings, Towns or Nations, are generaliv 
never of much importance, but it the conme- 
tion takes plaee in Cardinal or Tropical signs, 
those Bnildings, &c., founded under such os 
conjunction, generally rise to the highest 
importance ; likewise the transits and a-- 
pects of these planets to the place wheres 
the conjunction occurred, generally produces 
zome remarkable changos to those Buil«- 
ings, &e. And if it be a good aspect om 
transit that takes place near to where the 
conjunetion occurred, then those. remark- 
able ehanges are favorable to those Building-, 
Towns or Nations; but if evil. then thos» 
Buildines, &e , suffer according to the nature 
of sneh aspects or transits For instance, the 
last conjunction of Saturn aud Jnpiter whieh 
took place in the sign Caprisern, previous to, 
that one of 1842; ovenrred in the vear Thur. 
under whieh phenomenon St. Stephens’s chapel 
was built in London, England. This structure 
founded under a conjnuction of Satwa and 
Jupiter in the sign Capri¢opn, and it being a 
Cardinal and Troieal sign eaused that buildin: 
to beome a place of the highest importance in 
the Government and Legislation ef that Na- 
tion, as it was afterwards chang:c ftrenie>s, 
Stephens chapel to the British House of Coris 
mons. In the year 1884, that ancient bulidin: 
was greatly demolished hy Fire, under che in- 
fluence of the conjunction of Satarn and Ju. 
piter, in the fiery sign Aries, and during the 
transit of the evil planet Saturn to the scuarc 
(an evil aspee!) of that eonjunetion, and the 
opposition (another evil aspeet) of the fer. 
planet Mars, to the place of the conjunetio: 
under which that building was founder, nms 
the Moon was in opposition t3 the Sno, on the 
16th of October ; the night on which the buiid~ 
ing took fire. This building being founded! 
when the conjunction of Saturu cand Jupite- 
took place.in the sign. Caprivern, which, as i, 
have already. said is a Cardinal and Tropica. 
sign, it became ofthe highestimpertance jn tls 
i Nation, and the destruction of that ediice 
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FOR DECEMBER, 1861, 


The New Moon from which we make our 
wedietions for December, will take place on 
he 1st. of December, at 9h. 16m. p.m. When 
the 13th. degree of Leo will ascend, and the 
dd. degree of Taurus will culminate. The 
ganet Saturn and Jupiter is in the seeond 

ouse in trine to Venus in the sixth. Mars is 
in his own house in the fourth, and Mereury is 
in the fourth, applying to a good aspect to Ju- 
piter, Saturn and Venus. The Sun is lord of 
the Scheme, and is on the cusp of the fifth 
house, applying to an opposition to Herschel 
in the eleventh. These are rather conflicting 
aspects, and under their influence, I do not 
look for any termination of this great Rebel- 
hon, but at the same time things will continue 
to look favorable tor the general Government. 
The people begin to have more confidence in 
its ability to sustain itself, trade brightens up, 
and money begins to be more plentiful, but | 
gin efraid that it will only last for a short time, 
‘a: the opposition of the planet Hersehel and 
the Sun, and the Sup applying to a square of 
Saturn and Jupiter will have a tendeney to 
cauce some particular sensation unfavorablu for 
‘the Northern States before the new year opens. 

I look for some treachery or treason beine 
discovered against the general Government, 
connested with syme person high in office, or 

ome person that has had the confidence of the 
Administration. Ido not anticipate any par- 
iealar engagements by the land soldiers, ex- 
tnear Charleston, S. C., but the Navy will 
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wader the violent influence of the celestial 
orbs by evil aspects, in signs of the same de- 
seription, in square or opposition to those 
poinés. generally bring those identical edifices 
to dilapidation. 

Since the last eunjunetion of Saturn and 
<upiter inCapricorn, the old British House of 
Commons, has ceased to be the Senator’s 
J ouse, and of course it will be now a place of 
no particular importance; and the new Brit- 
jsh Honse of Commons founded under this 
Jast conjunction of Saturn and Jupiter in Ca- 
pricorn, will continue a building of the highest 
importance to that Nation for the same space 
of time, or a period of 736 years; if in the 
mean time no particular evil aspect or transit 
takes place afflicting that degree in the sign 
Capricorn, where the conjunction of Saturn 
and Jupiter in 1842 occurred. 

The conjunction of these superior orbs pro- 
duce very remarkable effects on individuals, 
when the conjunction happens in important 
places in those persons Nativities. Thus 
Charles the IL. of England, had his Mars at 
birth, on the place ef the previous conjunction 
of Saturn and Jupiter, and in square to the 
Hoon, and when the Sun came by direction to 
those points where the conjunction occurred, 
it not only cost him his life, but also embroiled 
his government, which even lasted from the 
time the conjunction took place until be was 
beheaded. 

The conjunction of Saturn and Jupiter which 
occurred in 1802, took place in the radical de- 
gree of Mars in the Nativity of Napoleon Bo- 
napart, | would ask the skeptie if he was not 
involved in one war after another up to the 
very time that he lost the battle of Waterloo, 
aud was finally banished to the Island of St. 
lelena. Í 4 

King James II. of England, had the con- 
junction of these superior planets on his as- 
ceudant. What effect had it on that unfortus 
nate monarch ? 

The superiors, Jupiter and Saturn, met in 
May, 1702, and Mars in Capricorn, in Square 
or Quartile to them; they continued within 


i degrees of each other all the summer after,. 


oud all that time Mars in Square or Quartile 
to both of them. 

Let the sceptic read the history of those 
tries and the lives of the above-mentioned 
individuals, and they will find some striking 
similarities ia the fates of those children of 
misfortune; which coincidents can be incon- 
1rovertiblyand accurately foreseen by the rules 
which will be laid down in the future numbers 
cf the ` Planet Reader.”
